meeting of the Central Florida Deep 
•Waterways association held In New 
Smyrna Monday night 


The meeting wag not very largely 


attended as many representatives of 
boards of trade, civic organl ation and 
people Interested throughout the cen- 
tral and eastern portions of the state 
•who had previously signified their in- 
tentions of being present, failed to get 
Jiere 


Previous to the opening of the an- 


nual meeting arrangements had been 
made to hold the session in Dohn's 
hall, but, because of the small attend- 
ance the meeting was held in 
the 


Iroard of trade rooms. 


In the absence of Judge Barrett, who 


wis president of the association, the 
session was called to order by Vice 
President M. Leidersdorf, who sur- 
lendcred the chair to First Vice Pres- 
ident R. H. Boyd of DeLand. 
v 


Mr Leidersdorf stated brjefly 
the 


object of the gathering and 4nade the 
suggestion that the constitution he' 
clunged to include the Improvement 
»l all waterways in the central part of 
the state When the association was 
formed last winter the primary ob- 
ject was to work for the deepening- ot 
Mosquito inlet for deep sea navigation 
but there are numerous natural ave- 
nues of transportation throughout the 
central parts of the state which need 
improving to give better shipping fa- 
cilities tp the residents and the vice 
president stated it as his opinion that 
the association should work for these 
improvements in general. 


This proposition caused some dis- 


cussion, the DeLand representatives 
being mostly opposed to extending the 
ivork beyond Mosquito Inlet, and the 
New Smyrna representatives being in 
favor of including the whole of the 
central part of the state. 


The matter was finally settled by 


changing the constitution to include 
the improving of

voluminous document was secured

The engineers carried their 
report to Tallahassee. The

(-Obts the statp $35,000. 


Due to the fact that one of the 


most important parts* o£ the report 
of the engineers will be the recom- 
mendation for additional canals and 
their locations, tile report was kept 
secret, the contract betw«tn the en- 
gineers and the state prohibiting pre- 
mature publication. Auotlitr reason 
for not making the findings public at 
jnce, it is intimated, was to give the 
internal improvement trustees an op- 
portunity to obtain options on 
ad- 


ditional lands through which the new 
canals one to be run. 


The report of the commission will 


not affect 
the canals

built, it la stated, and the work on 
these artificial waterways 
will be 


continued. However,, no figures were

The financial transactions of the 


government are conducted on a scale 
of such magnitude as to seem almost 
incredible. 
For Instance, during the 


period of thirteen years from 1897 to 
June 30, 1910, the accounts settled in 
the office of the'auditor for the treas- 
ury department aggregated 
the Im- 


mense sum of $68,181,000,000, an aver- 
age of nearly $5,250,000,000 a year. 
This vast sum embraces the Income 
and expenditure of the government, 
the issue, redemption, and exchange of 
currency, accounts of mints and assay 
offices, 
customs, Internal 
revenue, 


etc. 
It does not, however. Include 


transactions relating to the postal 
service, the revenues of which for the 
fiscal year ending June SO, J909, 
amounted to $203,562,383.07, and" the 
expenditures $221,004,102.89. 


It is not generally known that the 


United States today holds the largest 
stock of gold of any nation in the 
world. The amount of gold in 
the 


United States Is more than three times 
as large as that of Great Britain. It 
more than equals that of Great Bri- 
tain and France, Great Britain and 
Germany, or Great Britain and Russia 
combined. 


Interesting Figures. 


A number of interesting facts re- 


garding the silver dollar were discov- 
ered during the writer's Investigation 
of this subject. For instance, 1,000 new 
standard dollars will weigh 
exactly 


58.92 pounds. If the country's stock of 
564,604,719 silver dollars were loaded 
Into freight cars of 60.000 pounds or 
thirty ton's capacity, it would require 
more than 655 cars to carry them. 


If these same silver dollars could be 


laid fiat, one on top of another, they 
would make a monument 835 miles 
high. If placed end to end they would 
make a handsome "necklace" 13,350 
miles in length 
Or they would make 


a belt that would extend more than 
half way around the world. 


One thousand dollars In new gold 


coins weighs 3 68 pounds 
Uncle 


BMU'S, stock of gold, therefore, 
is 


equivalent to about 3,009 tons, whlc 
would require a train of 100 cars 
carry it, each car having a 
carrying 


capacity of more than 60,000 pounds. 


Another Interesting fact in connec- 


tion with paper money is that a mil 
ion crisp, new $1 paper bills, If place 
one on top of another, would make 
column about 260 feet in height, o 
nearly halt as high as the Washington 
monument. 


United States paper currency is Is- 


sued in denominations of $1, $1, $5 
$10, $20, $50, $100, $500, $1,000, $5,00 
and $10,000. The notes are put up In 
packages containing $4,000 of each de- 
nomination. So while a package o 
4,000 $1 silrer certificates, about seven 
Inches square, contains but $4,000, ye 
a similar size package of $10,000 gold 
certificates contains the equivalent o 
$40,000,000. 
• 


The nucleus of the present building 


was authorized by act of congresi 
July 4, 1836.

bursement of all public moneys de- 
posited In the treasury at Washington 
and in the various sub-treasuries and 
national bank depositaries. He Is also 
redemption agent for national bank 
notes, and trustee for bonds held to 
secure national bank circulation and 
public deposits in national banks, as 
well as fiscal gaent for the payment 
of Interest on the public debt He is 
a bonded official, and the financial re- 
sponsibilities attached to his office are ! 
tremendous.

Safety match, striking on the box only. 


One Thing That Holds Us.
